6. On Friday afternoon, 21 Septeiaber, Jir. Gleason of the Security 
Coiuicll Staff called Mr, Dulles to e^lain that the Departeent of State 
and the Economic Cooperation Adudnistratton were iiiwilllng to delete 
paragrai* 20, but would agi^e to removing it frcsa ti» unclassified draft

indicated that, in the li^t of the urgency of getting the saattar de<ri.ded 
and in light of the fact that we did not take exception to the action 
but only to some of the reasons stated for it, w© would not further oppose 
the dispatch of the draft in its present form* with paragraph 20 to follow 
as a classified ap^mdix* althou^ we were not happy about phrasing aiad 
would parobably send to the lISC a subsequent letter explaining our reservai- 
tions.
